read, and approved by Chriſt. As the 
Seyibes and ' Phariſees ſat in Moſes's Seat, 
and ſo had the Power of Interpreting the 
Lam; 4 Peuple are here commanded to ob.

ſappen'd to give a wrong Senſe of the Law,
